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WILMINGTON — On

prayers. During the calls, 
Secretary Carter noted that 
he knows how difficult it is to 
be away from loved ones dur- 
ing the holidays and thanked 
service members and their 
families for their sacrifice.” 

The other four servicemen 
who received calls from the 
Secretary were Army Spe- 
cialist Joshua Keene, 32, of 
Stafford, Virginia; Navy Pet- 
ty Officer Third Class Fer- 
dinand Deguzman, 30, of 
San Lorenzo, California; Air 
Force Captain Daniel Peter- 
son, 28, of Sachse, Texas; 
and Air Force Staff Sergeant 
Eric MeNair, 28, of Jack- 
sonville, Arkansas. 

Secretary Carter and his 
wife also spoke to Navy 
spouse Kelly Sleesman and 
Air Force spouse Ashley 
MeNair to thank them and to 
note that it takes a lot of ded- 
ication to the nation to be a 
member of a military family.

STATES WILL OFFER 
RETIREMENT PLANS 


For those workers who don’t have 
access to 401(k) plans on the job, a grow- 
ing number of states are offering state- 
run retirement plans. It started back in 
2012 with just six states, but the idea is 

growing. 
There are three basic plan types. One utilizes private plans 
and allows small employers to choose within this market- 


place, but does not require them to participate. A second 
_ program has the state set up an IRA that is managed by a 
private-sector provider and overseen by the state. Here,

employers would be required to take part and employees 
would be enrolled automatically unless they opted out. In the 
third type of plan, the state would create a prototype 401(k) 
that employers could opt into. 

In most cases, the types of investment would be rather 
limited, and planners say this is preferable to complex 
choices that seem to scare people off.

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Wilmington was home to many speed skating champions

60 “years ago, there were 
latge crowds at the old 
South School on Chestnut 

‘Street in Wilmington. But 
‘the crowds at the old school- 
‘house were not there for the 
_three’R’s, but for the North- 
east Regional Speed Skating 
‘Championships. 

t-The-era was most incredi- 
‘ plé. The small town with a lot 


lof swamps finally developed 


fa good use for all that water 
in the winter, and for the old 
one-room schoolhouse. Hun- 
dreds of youngsters were 
drawn to speed skating, 
learning about success. Many 
of them rose to championship 
levels. One young woman, 
Jeanne Ashworth went on to 
win’ a bronze medal in the 
1960: Winter Olympics. Sev- 
eral others were national, 
North American and even 
world champions. 

The Wilmington Skating 
Club began on an old cow 
pond behind the South 
School. In 1943, the Bucky 
Backman family and friends 
began clearing brush in the 
pond, enlarging it into a skat- 
ing rink. For many years, the 
old schoolhouse was known 
as the Skating Club. 

Carl “Bucky” Backman 
had played hockey as a semi- 
pro in the 1930s, and his fam- 
ily was raised on skates. The 
Backman kids were the first 
locals to start winning cham- 
pionships. In 1947, Leon won 
a national title. Later, his sis- 
ter Janet became a North 
American champion. 

The Wilmington Skating 


. Club- was organized in 1945, 
‘and incorporated in 1947. 


Besides the Backmans, other 
early-members included the 
Galvins, the DeTatos and the 
Hinxmans. The president, sec- 
retary and treasurer was Tony 
Tarricone. People helped in 
many ways. Grandma Hinx- 
man sold the skaters penny 
candy from her home, right 
across the street. The women 
of the club would cook up a 
bean supper, and the men 
would pay 35 cents to eat. If 
Mrs. Tarricone was in charge, 
it was a spaghetti supper. 

The pond was small, so the 
skaters had to learn a corner 
cutting technique in order to 
develop any speed. In 1945, 
the club approached the 
school committee and re- 
ceived permission to excavate 
a low area to increase the size 
of the rink. The, club went 
back to the school committee 
in 1947 and negotiated a for- 
mal agreement for the use. of 
the pond and schoolhouse. 

The club members set to 
work, cutting trees, working 
with an old bulldozer, and by 
1949, the enlarged rink was 
ready. 

In 1951, a fence was set up 
to the same dimensions as 
Boston Garden. This gave the 
Wilmington skaters an ad- 
vantage in competition held 
at the Garden. 

Wilmington went crazy for 
speed skating. It wasn’t part 
of the curriculum in the 
schools, but during the win- 
ter months, youngsters would 
head for the high school ten- 
nis court during recess, put 
on their skates and zip 
around for a few minutes. 
After school, youngsters 
qwould-head for Silver Lake. 

» One highlight of the winter 
Beason was the Winter Skating 
‘Carnival. Although it was held 
fat the Skating Club, it was 
‘sponsored by the Recreation 
Department and was open to 
all Wilmington residents. It 
‘berved as a funnel for new tal- 
ent for the Skating Club. For 
dnstance, in the 1957 Carnival, 
with 800 people watching, 10- 
year old David Zaino won the 
Midget Class race, beating 
Bill Roberts and Johnny

Robbins by a half lap. He was 
promptly signed up for the 
Skating Club. 

The Skating Club always 
sent a large contingent to the 
Silver Skates, held each year 
in the Boston Garden, spon- 
sored by the Boston Record- 
American. George Spanos 
organized the trip to Boston, 
and arranged for a large 
block of seats at the Garden. 
Bedsheets and yards of 
muslin would be made into 
banners for the Wilmington 
skaters. The Boston and 
Maine Railroad would run a 
special train from Wilmington 
to Boston with 1,200 people. 

The club soon had an im- 
pressive collection of trophies. 
Leon Backman, at age 11, won 
the first national champi- 
onship in 1947, the North 
American title in the midget 
class. In 1950, he went to 
Colorado and won the National 
Juvenile Championship. 

That same year, his sister 
Janet won the North Am- 
erican Intermediate Indoor 
Championship. Two years 
later, she won the North 
American Senior Indoor, set- 
ting four new records in 
Champaign, Illinois. 

The family became known 
as the “Flying Backmans.” 
Life Magazine sent a pho- 
tographer to Wilmington, 
but never ran the story. 

In the same 1952 event, 
Jeanne Ashworth won her 
first North American Cham- 
pionship, in the juvenile class. 

By 1956, Janet and Jeanne 
could no longer compete in 
the Silver Skates. They had 
won everything there was to 
win there. They were on to 
higher competition. 

Hundreds of other 
Wilmington kids were into 
speed skating and many of 
them won championships. 
Mike Weinberg and his sister 
Nancy were both tops in their 
divisions. Mike was a World 
Junior Barrel Jumper, and 
Nancy was a North Am- 
erican champion in her class, 
starting with a Pee Wee 
championship at age six. 

Jeff Williamson missed a 
North American champi- 
onship by a hair in 1962. A 
year later, he was one of four 


Wilmington skaters to try out 
for the Olympics. Also in the 
tryouts were Janet (Back- 
man) Tighe, Nancy Weinberg, 
and of course, Jeanne Ash- 
worth. Jeanne was the only 
local selected for the Olympic 
team for 1964. She was also on 
the 1968 Olympic team. 

Compared to today’s pro- 
grams with ice time costing 
a princely sum, skating in 
the Wilmington Skating Club 
was cheap. There was no 
refrigeration cost for the ice. 
There was no Zamboni for 
surface preparation. The 
work was done by volun- 
teers. Dues for children were 
50 cents a year, and two dol- 
lars for adults. 

Weinberg’s Dept. Store sold 
a lot of skates in those times. 
Speed skates were expen- 
sive, but there were always 
hand-me-downs. 

But outdoor skating in win- 
ter is chancy. January 1957 
was quite cold, but two days 
before a race, it rained and 
the temperature went above 
freezing. Volunteers resur- 
faced the rink on Friday. But 
then the WHS hockey team 
showed up for practice, ruin- 
ing the surface. The volun- 
teers went to work again, and 
with temperatures overnight 
at 18 degrees, the rink was 
ready for racing on Saturday. 

One other world champi- 
onship was also held in 
Wilmington, albeit unofficial. 
Bucky Backman became 
known as the World Cham- 
pion Skate Sharpener. Bucky 
and his wife Hazel were hon- 
ored as the Wilmington Good 
Guys in. 

Mike Weinberg Jr. and 
Nancy Weinberg were also 
champion skaters. Nancy 
won several North American 
championships, and Mike 
won the World Junior Barrel 
Jumping Championship in 
1957, all the more amazing in 
that he was a novice in that 
event. The following year, he 
set a new record as he won 
the North American title. 

In the late 1950’s and early 
1960’s, Wilmington hosted 
some championship events. 
In 1959, it was the Eastern 
Seaboard Championships. It 
was quite an undertaking for 


a town with no hotel. Fam- 
ilies hosted skaters from out 
of town and townspeole vol- 
unteered in any number of 
capacities. In 1962, the town 
hosted the New England 
Outdoor Championships. 

The races were held on 
Silver Lake, on the Skating 
Club rink, and at Rotary Park, 
which could be easily flooded. 

In 1962, the races were ham- 


pered by rain on Friday and 
Saturday. A cold snap on 
Saturday night saved the day 
for races on Sunday. The 
Eastern Seaboard Champion- 
ships were also held in Wil- 
mington on Dec. 29-30, 1963, 
but the weekend was a 
washout. A Friday snowstorm 
turned to rain on Saturday, 
and then froze on Saturday 
night. But on Sunday morn-

ing, there was only two inches 
of new ice, not enough for a 
good skating surface. 

The speed skating craze 
gave way to ice hockey, and 
in 1964, the Forum opened in 
North Billerica. The high 
school hockey team played 
its games on artificial indoor 
ice. Youngsters still go skat- 
ing on outdoor ice, but there 
are no organized races. = |

He is buried 
here in Tewksbury. There is 


also a memorial to Bobby at 
the corner of Phillips and 
Salem streets here in 
Tewksbury. 

Ricky, a highly decorated 
marine, lost a leg in Viet- 
nam after stepping on a 
landmine. He became con- 
fined to a wheelchair, after 
cancer took over his body 
from being subjected to 
Agent Orange. 

Ricky moved to Florida 
with his parents to escape 
the harsh New England

to visit a museum 

- on Christmas 
Eve, taking advantage of the 
light crowds and ease of 
parking. An incentive, too, is 
the ‘availability of museum 
passes from the Tewksbury 
Public Library. 

This year we visited the 
Harvard Art Museums in 
Cambridge, on the campus 
of Harvard University. Off 
hours it is an easy ride into 
town, and on- street parking

right out front makes the 
visit a breeze. 

The museum is a compilation 
of three independent collec- 
tions, blended together under 
one roof to form the Harvard 
Art Museums. While universi- 
ties are often known for their 
collections of art, architecture, 
technology, or anthropological 
finds, Harvard has all of these 
in a sort of a “one-stop-shop- 
ping” art venue. 

Though Boston has the 
renowned Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Isabella Stewart 
Gardner Museum, and the 
Institute of Contemporary 
Art, the Harvard Art Mu- 
seum’s collection is at least 
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comparable and gets you in 
and out of a visit with the 
masters in a fraction of the 
time. Our visit lasted ap- 
proximately 90 minutes and 
we felt we saw everything, 
though we would not be 
averse to a second visit as 
the collections change. 

As we wandered the gal- 
leries, the children were 
identifying artists and 
works that they had been 
exposed to in their school 
art classes or other places. 
The Dancer by Degas is a 
bronze cast immediately 
recognizable, as was a self- 
portrait of Van Gogh and the 
portrait of George Washing-

standing eight feet tall. 

There were works by John 
Singleton Copley, Paul Gau- 
guin, Jackson Pollock, and a 
gigantic hanging mobile in 
the atrium, a space designed 
to replicate the facade of the 
eanon’s house from a 16th 
century church in Italy. Not 
to be missed is the three- 
story high spray painted 
image of a tree and books. 
My kids were intrigued by 
the armature holding the 
spray gun that created the 
drip art painting on the wall. 
For a moment I had a sink- 
ing feeling that they might 
try it at home. 


Separate from the art are 
the artifacts from the ancient 
world, such as coins, funer- 
ary, and reliefs, representing 
the Americas, Africa, Eu- 
rope, the Mediterranean and 
all of Asia. It is a remarkably 
comprehensive collection in 
a compact space. 

The building is contempo- 
rary and easy to get around. 
It is fully accessible and has 
a lovely gift shop and café in 
the atrium. The museum 
brings the Fogg, Busch- 
Reisinger, and Arthur M. 
Sackler collections together 
and is also a center of tech- 
nical studies, art conservan- 
cy and a research. The mu- 


seum has digital tools which 
allow visitors to use their 
mobile devices to access 
records about every item 
displayed in the museum. “> 

Across the street we grab- 
bed a quick lunch at Broad- 
way Market Place, and were 
delighted to find a hot bar,

TEWKSBURY - Nobody is 
ever completely satisfied with 
atie game. Neither the play- 
ers, coaches or the fans want 
to see a game end with the 
matter still unresolved. It just 
leaves everyone feeling a lit- 
tle. unsatisfied, at least most 
of the time. 

There are exceptions of 
course,.such as the 1-1 stale- 
mate that Tewksbury and 
Wilmington played to at the 
Breakaway Ice Center last 
Saturday night in the first of 
two meetings between these 
two arch rivals this season. 
While it is true that neither 
Tewksbury or Wilmington left 
the ice completely satisfied 
with the result, it would be 
~hard for any fan in attendance 
to have walked out of the 
chilly arena feeling anything 
but satisfied with the hard 
fought, back and forth effort 
of both teams. One can only 
hope that the rematch be- 
tween the clubs, set for Feb- 
ruary 22 at Ristuccia Arena, 
will provide the same amount 
of excitement, albeit hopefully 
witha clear cut winner. 

With the tie, the Redmen's 
record now stands at 3-2-1, 
while the Wildcats are 1-2-2. 

Both coaches felt like their 
teams played well, despite 
~ not being able to come away 
with a victory. 

“I was very very happy with 
the way they played tonight," 
Tewksbury coach Derek Do- 
herty said. "Obviously, I 
would rather get a win, and 
they would rather have a win, 
but you can’t complain about 
the -way they played. I 
thought the boys played pret- 
ty wel: They did a good job 
with the systems. They never 
gave up. We are young right 
now-experience wise. We have 
. some‘older kids, but they lack 
. experience and they are 
: Starting to get better. We 
. Started off kind of slow, but 
we- are: getting better.” 

‘Wilmington coach Steve 
Scanlon, while lamenting his 
team's continued lack of 
seoring prowess, was also 
happy with his team's effort. 

“We’ve been having a hard 
time scoring goals (one goal 
in~seven periods)," Scanlon 
said, "So it was tough for us 
to be chasing the game like 
that so:-we were happy to get 
the goal to tie it up.” 

Freshman forward Camp- 
bell: Pierce scored the lone 
goal of the game for the Red- 
men, early in the second 
period, with assists going to 
junior forward Colby Pierce 
and senior defenseman Jona- 
than Fowler, while Wilming- 
ton's lone goal came early in 
the third period from junior 
forward Bobby Lord on as- 
sists from junior forward 
Tom Worob and sophomore 
forward Ryan Barrett. 

Despite a scoreless first 
period, there was plenty of 
up and down action through- 
out the period.

was outstanding throughout 
the game. 

"Ryan played real well. He 
kept us in it in the first peri- 
od," Scanlon said. 

The Redmen did finally 
beat St. Jean early in the sec- 
ond period while on the 
power play, when Fowler 
ripped a shot from the point 
and Colby Pierce set up his 
younger brother Campbell 
Pierce for the first goal of the 
game at 3:41 of the period. 

Fowler had another nice 
opportunity moments later, 
but was denied by St. Jean. 
Wilmington fought back over 
the final several minutes of 
the period, applying good 
pressure in the Tewksbury 
zone, with Lord nearly con- 
necting twice on the same 
shift on set ups from Barrett, 
but each time Tewksbury 
freshman goalie Pat Letor- 
neau (21 saves) was equal to 
the task, keeping the score at 
1-0 in favor of the Redmen at 
the end of two periods. 

“He played great," Doherty 
said of Letorneau. "I think in 
the first period we put him to 
sleep a little bit, and then 
when he had to face a shot, it 
was a big shot, but he re- 
sponded well. He’s a smart 
kid. He works hard in prac- 
tice every day, and we have a 
good goalie coach. It is a big 
jump (to varsity), but he is 
handling it well, and the 
older kids are really helping 
him out with his confidence.” 

Scanlon was much happier 
with how his team played in 
the second (and third) peri- 
od than they had in the first. 

“T thought we were out- 
played in the first by a long 
shot, but things got much 
better in the second and 
third," Scanlon said. "It was 
more of an even game. I felt 
like both teams had _ their 
chances. It was a typical Wil- 
mington-Tewksbury game.” 

Wilmington carried the 
momentum they had built up 
in the second period into the 
third, and it paid off early in 
the frame when Lord tipped 
in a shot from the point by 
Worob, after Barrett had fed 
Worob. 

“Bobby’s been putting the 
puck in the net," Scanlon 
said. "He is our leading scor- 
er, so it is good to at least 
have one kid doing some 
scoring. We are getting our 
chances, we have just been a 
little snake bit. 

“We are still showing signs 
of being a young team. There 
are hills and valleys. We play 
good for stretches and not 
good for stretches, but that is 
to be expected. I was happy 
that we rallied back to get the 
point, but we need to have a 
better January. Hopefully the 
new year brings us some 
scoring.” 

Hach team had some good 
opportunities throughout the 
rest of the game, with Tewks- 
bury senior forward Sean 
Barker having the best 
chance for the Redmen with 


the game, while Wilming- 
ton's Barrett had the best 
chance for the Wildcats, com- 
ing with about three minutes 
left after a nice rush up ice. 
Both teams will be back in 
action later this week, with 
Wilmington taking on Wake- 
field at Stoneham Arena on 
Saturday afternoon at 4:00 
pm, while Tewksbury will 
travel to Murphy Memorial 
Rink in South Boston on the 
same day to take on Boston 
Latin with a 2:00 pm faceoff.
